Under date of January 4 the "United States consul at Cienfuegos 
reports that during the week ended January 3 there was in that city 
1 death from yellow fever. 

Under date of January 2 the United States sanitary inspector at 
Santiago reports that during the week ended January 2 there were 
3 deaths from yellow fever. 

The United States sanitary inspector at Habana reports 170 new cases 
and 61 deaths from yellow fever and — deaths from smallpox during 
the week ended January 7.
